These important, 
posi ions were entrusted to two regiments of 
SwLs, in the serrice of Jthe government of 
the -:ity. Oo the approach of the Austrian 
arm;- they deserted and joined them, taking 
with them all the artillery except, I think, 
five jieces. The whole amount of troops 
thec remaining were, I believe, short of five 
thousand, consisting in part of a squadron of 
cavalry, formerly belonging to the army ot 
Pius 9th, but then in;our favor, two compa- 
nies of gendarmes, a few finacieri or cnstom- 
houfe troops, and about 1000 m'en from oth- 
er p irts of Italy, <fcc. 
Of those who/went 


out ;ind fought the enemy a considerable 
number were made prisoners, about 300; 
mos ot whom were shot. Those of the en 
emy, on the contrary, who fell into our 
ham s, were spared, and treated with human- 
ity. The wounded were carriedinto Bolog- 
na, ;ilaced in the hospitals, and treated with 
the some kindness and cure as our owti 
bretiren. 


T 10 fighting continued three days, and the 


Aus rians lost 884 men. They had three 
hos| itals in their camp, and sent numbers ol 
thei • wounded away. They had a Very pow- 
erfui train of artillery, especially battering- 
pieces. 


Many of the soldiers of the Legion Gari- 


bald were captured, fighting under Napole- 
on Plasina, and were imprisoned in the Hos- 
terii. del Chiu, about a mile beyond the gate 
of San Felice. 


A'ter the resistance nnd fighting had con- 


tin u )d six dnys, a printed notice was put up, 
that unless it surrendered, the cannon at 
Martusi would be brought; and this was 
don< by General Gorgowsky, on the follow- 
ing'lay. But, instead of firing against,the 
wall3 and fortifications, ns was expected, they 
commenced a' most destructive cannonade 
and bombardment of the city itself. .These 
continued two days nnd two nights, exciting 
the ;error of the peaceable inhabitants in. an 
extra me degree. This led to a capitulation 
on 110 9th ; and one of the articles promised 
Uint nil the strangers who had borne arms 
shoi Id be treateu as Bolognese citizens.— 
The enemy then entered, and took posses- 
sion of the fortifications and the city, which 
was immediately declared to be in a state of 
sieg >. All the gates except three were clo- 
sed, and those were closely kept by Austri- 
an s intinels. At the same time a proclama- 
tion was made, that the emigrants must de- 
part in three days, under the severest pen- 
alties. 


A I the soldiers who were natives of other 


part; of Italy, <Scc., then applied fer puss- 
port i; and I, among the -rest, was furn ished 
will a paper which purported :to be one, 
whii h I presented at one.jpf the gates, and 
was refused egress. .At the other gillies I 
was also denied exit; and thus it. proved that 
not * nly the capitulation had been directly 
violi ted, but that the passports had been of- 
fere 1 in order to entrap us.

They iire 
ready to use ns tools Northern men, but'they 
will not trust them; they may encourage 
and love the treason, but they despise the 
traitor. If, as Mr. Hale remarked the oth- 
er day at Boston, the great New Englander. 
who had once reproached us that "there was' 
no North," could again address his eounty- 
tnen from the grave to which, as his friend 
and familiar Mr. Hiram Ketchum has told 
ns, he wns hurried by disappointment and a 
broken heart, at the treachery of those for 
whom he sacrificed bis alt, he might remind 
our place-seeking politicians, " that for re- 
creant statesmen from the Norh " there was 
no South."

A certain degree of good faith is essential 


to the permanence of all compacts. A small 
modicum of honor has been known to exist 
even among thieves, and it .'is quite-natural 
thnt some indignation should prevail when it 
is entirely dispensed with in the distribution 
of the spoils of office among' those whose 
chief bond of union consists in what John Q. 
Adams aptly called "the cohesive power of 
public plunder." " From this time," remnk- 
ed recently n distinguished Hunker, whose 
devotion to slavery has met no adequate re- 
ward, and the sentiment will be warmly re- 
sponded to by many Webster whigs—"From 
this time tho South may catch their own 
niggars nnd support their own cursed insti- 
tution without our aid.

I confess that I did 


not wonder at the bitterness and ill-humor oj 
my Democratic adviser. Nothing can be

my professional connection with two or three 
of those cases in New York, I am satisfied 
that a great impulsa wns given tu the uti- 
slavery movement by the deep indignation 
aroused in the breasts of thoughtful men, 
at the contemptuous disregard of the prin- 
ciples of law, and the rulos of evidence 
which marked the proceedings.

In recalling one of these cases—that of 


Henry Long, which was contested for some 
three weeks—I am solemnly impressed with 
tlie realities of life ns .compared with the 
shadowy vanities of the passing hour.

Long of liberty, how few survive. Mr. Gar- 
diner, the clerk that appointed the pseudo 
Commissioner who issued the warrant nod 
wns so active in his support; Mr. Western, 
the counsel for the claimant, who was ro-! 


warded for his zeal by a service of plate; 
Mr. Griffin of the Snfty Committee, who as-! 
sisted to retain Mr. Wood ns associate counsel 
against my poor client, and Judge Judson, 
who surrendered him as a slave, in utter de-i 
iance, as we believe, of the law and the ev- 
idenct, and without venturing to allude, in 
lis elaborate decision, to the one great point 
:if the defense, thnt my associate, Mr. White, 
enforced . with such convincing argument 
:hat the Bench and the Bar, nsl believe, felt 
t'to be invulnerable—al) of them iifter theit 
>rief triumph over the helpless uegro< have 
>een themselves summoned in turn, by 
Death, relentless as a Marshal, to the bar ol 
3eaven's chancery, to be judged by the high- 
er law so scoffed at here. Let us hope that 
they havfi met—I will not say with more 
ustice—but with more mercy than they 
showed to Long.
